bt ox can talk about the beauty of 
Washington ‘in the early morning 
mist, but don’t mention it to members of 
the White House News Photographers 
Association. They were up at 6:30 one 
morning, hopping along at a four-mile-an- 
hour pace in an attempt to keep up with 
fast-stepping President Truman. When 
the President okayed a request from pho- 
tographers eager to picture his hitherto 
unpublicized constitutional, they started 
peppily enough from the southeast gate 
of the White House. But they began to 
slow down a little as they rounded the 
Postoffice Department, they lagged more 
as they crossed Constitution Avenue, and 
by the time they passed the Washington 
Monument, their groans were audible. 
They were on the verge of collapse as the 
President waved a cheery good-bye at the 
gate; they found they had huffed and 
puffed at a steady lope over a two-mile 
course. The marathoners were photogs 
Al Mingalone, Clarerice Ellis, Marie Han- 
sen, Al O’Eth, George Jordan, Ted Rick- 
man, John Martenson, John Tondra, John 
Thompson, Ed Alley, Jim Priestley, Bill 
Smith, Murray Alvey, and Marion Car- 
penter, 

LLEN SNIPES, Associated Press pho- 

tographer, was beaten and his $250 
camera was smashed recently by a group 
of Army officers as the photographer at- 
tempted to take a picture of a free-for-all 
fight at a football game, Snipes reported. 
The fight occurred on the playing field 
at Cramp Stadium after Oklahoma City 
University’s 27-0 victory over the Air 
Transport Command. Snipes said he ap- 
proached one of several fighting groups 
on the field and prepared to take a pic- 
ture. A lieutenant colonel of the Army 
Air Forces, he said, warned him not to 
take the picture. When Snipes ignored 
the warning, he said, the lieutenant col- 
onel and three other Air Forces officers 
attacked him. Lieut. Col. Lawrence G. 
Gilbert, commanding officer of the Fourth 
Ferrying Group, Air Transport Com- 
mand, told the Associated Press that a 
complete investigation was being made. 
A MERICAN news photographers were 

in the thick of a wild demonstration 
at Trieste recently, when Allied and 
Venezia Giulia police used clubs, pickax 
handles, and firearms against brick-throw- 
ing pro-Yugoslavs while breaking up a 
large unauthorized memorial service at 
the edge of the San Giacomo workers’ 
district. During the melee, Daniel Jacino, 
Associated Press photographer, was one 
of 21 persons injured by fragments when 
a hand grenade was thrown at an Ameri- 
can jeep. Another AP photographer had 
16 


figured prominently in a previous demon- 
stration, getting a great picture scoop of 
a pro-Italian meeting in Gorizia, Italy. 
The cameraman, J. Walter Green, got his 
pictures in spite of an exploding bomb 
and a personal assault from a Yugoslav 
trying to break up the demonstration. 
The bomb had exploded nearby and 
Green was photographing a fight between 
the Yugoslavs and Italians when a Yugo- 
slav ran up from behind and knocked his 
camera from his hands. Green retrieved 
it, then proceeded to take care of his 
assailant with his fists. When the pic- 
tures reached New York, AP cabled 
Green’s Rome headquarters for confirma- 
tion that he was unhurt. Back came the 
answer: “Damage limited to flashgun and 
assailant.” Green’s pictures received 
smash play in newspapers throughout the 
country. 

NTHONY J. SARNO, veteran New 

York press photographer, has been 
appointed chief photographer for the 
American Weekly. He will spend most

rT “HE camera, we have discovered, has 
a function entirely separate and 
apart from the actual taking of pictures.

the pictorial reviews of five new 
books, each one an important contribu- 
tion to the photographic literature, each 
one bringing to its readers the results of 
the author’s experiences, studies, and 
labors over a period of years. Joseph 
Foldes, whose fine articles on enlarging 
have appeared each month since August, 
discusses in his usual thorough manner 
the technique of flashing as a means of 
producing better pictures. 


RIEF notes on this issue: 


PPROACHING the close of another 
year, it would seem appropriate to 
make a few general remarks about ad- 
vances in the field of photography. We 
had this idea in the back of our mind 
the other evening while browsing through 
some photographic literature, and came 
across the following paragraph which was 
written by one William H. Baker, and 
which seems to hit the nail on the head: 
“The progress of photography, in keep- 
ing ‘with the spirit and activity which 
characterizes the present age, has beet 
marvelous, almost beyond conception. Its 
strides from the rude beginning of a few 
years back towards the attainment of a 
perfection, both technical and artistic, 
have been bold, rapid, and unwavering. 
And, as a potent factor in the cultiva 
tion of the higher qualities and senti- 
ments of mankind, it is fast securing 
recognition and approval. Like all other 
agencies which play an important part in 
the destiny of the human race, its de 
velopment has been certain and its in- 
fluence widespread.” 

Thanks to Mr. Baker for putting into 
words this summary of photographic 
progress today, even though he wrote It 
in 1890.

Here is a behind-the-scenes story

spectacular events, are over, and the world need not 

wait for dramatist, historian, novelist, or artist to picture 
the Machiavellian Goering outlining his plans and theories for 
a Nazi world. The whole story has been documented in ex- 
traordinary detail, both visually and audibly, by the camera. 
Once again photography makes history. The peoples in remote 
corners of the world have, solely because of photography, 
“seen” and “heard” the trials via newspapers, magazines, and 
newsreels; and the whole record has been made available for 
generations still to come. 

The story behind the coverage of this extraordinary event by 
still and newsreel cameramen can at last be told. What ap- 
peared to the public as a normal manifestation of news gather- 
ing efficiency actually concealed a back-stage struggle to break 
down judiciary precedent and prejudice against photographers. 
It was a thrilling and sometimes frustrating struggle to live 
through, and even after we had convinced the powers-that-be 
that a flashbulb would not pop every half second, we had the 
mechanical and diplomatic difficulties of planning so that no 
nation and no one group of photographers would dominate the 
show. 

When I was given the assignment of directing photography 
at the trials, the photographic situation in Europe was in a 
state of deflation. The war was over, photographers had been

redeployed and the newsreel and still camera pools had been 
dissolved. We had first to reinstitute the pooling system espe- 
cially for this story. Long conferences in London and Paris 
ensued in which the big problem was to reassure everyone that 
we Americans were not going to hog the show. It was finally 
decided that not only would Army and commercial pictures 
be pooled, but that pictures any one nation took would be 
available to the others, and that any pictures the Big Four 
photographers made would be available to all smaller nations. 

With preliminary problems over, I then went to Nuremburg

he Nuremburé Trials 


0 begin work on the physical preparations for trial coverage. 
Two very harassed architects, O.S.S. lieutenants, were in 
charge of making a modern courtroom out of an old-fashioned 
municipal court in a building that had several bombed out 
sections. Together we designed a series of photographic booths 
that ensured complete coverage from every angle of everything 


in the courtroom so that photographers would not have to— 


move about during the sessions. 
Our biggest problem was lighting. Flashbulbs obviously 
would have been objectionable, and continuous illumination of

high intensity for motion picture coverage was essential. The 
prevailing fluorescent tube lighting in the courtroom was in- 
adequate, so we scouted around and in a nearby Third Army 
supply dump found twenty-two large German floodlight re- 
flectors. These were welded into four chandeliers, two of them 
containing four lamps each, and two, seven lamps each. The 
Seventh Army Signal Depot at Mannheim disgorged a supply 
of No. 2 flood lamps and we considered the lighting all set. 
The chandeliers weren’t completed until the day before the 
trial, however, so there was no opportunity for prior testing.

Cameramen (using 
long lenses) converted the booth for picture-taking purposes (by 
simply opening window) when radio personnel were not using it.

We soon found, to our horror, that the flood lamps so blandly 
labelled “Six to ten hours of life,” after the ocean trip and 
bumpy truck ride through France and Germany, would give 
up the ghost in as little as half an hour. By changing the 
bulbs every lunch recess and each night, we managed to keep 
the lights burning until a more reliable substitute was found. 
This turned up in the form of some German gas-filled bulbs 
which we arranged in four aluminum troughs, two of them 
containing twenty bulbs, and two with ten. 

It was interesting that when the new lights were turned on, 
many persons in the courtroom continually complained of the 
heat from the lights, although they were cold lights. In fact, 
after they burned for hours, one could still touch them. No 
one had made any comment at all about the warmer floods. 
But from here on the lighting problem was solved. Illumina- 
tion was sufficient for excellent movies and for good still 
closeups. 

But solving the lighting problem was one thing. There was 
another and tougher one. Two or three days before the trial 
began, after weeks of preparation, the Tribunal indicated that 
it didn’t want photographers in the courtroom! I then had 
to turn lawyer and argue the case for photography in a closed 
session of the court. The judges protested that no photographer 
has ever been allowed in the Supreme Court in the United 
States or any court in England and that cameramen were cer- 
tain to disturb the dignity and quiet of the sessions. The lay 
horrors of flashbulbs, of grinding movie camera gears and 
roving photographers were detailed. To this catalogue of 
potential sins, I countered a somewhat passionate (I fear) 
description of the importance of photography in recording his- 
tory—a plea that would swell every photographer’s breast with 
pride, and the importance of propagandizing the trial to the 
world. Each objection was met: Continuous lighting elim- 
inated the use of flashbulbs, enclosure of movie cameras in 
glass booths eliminated gear noise, and a series of fixed posi- 
tions made movement of photographers through the courtroom 
unnecessary. Justice Biddle then came to the rescue with the 
saving suggestion that a preliminary dress rehearsal be held 
to show how the system would work. We ran this with thirteen 
photographers working in the courtroom unnoticed by the 
Tribunal, and the idea was accepted. 

We had the usual problem of handling the seventy photog- 
raphers present. Only thirteen photographers could be fitted 
into the booths at one time. The seventy drew lots before each 
session. The available places were divided among the four 
nations, and each national group drew for its three or four 
positions. Then at intervals during the session the positions 
were rotated, so that everyone in the court for the day had 
several angles from which to shoot. When the pressure of the 
first week or two relaxed, the lottery was abandoned and 
places were taken according to a posted schedule. 

We had arranged for three commercial communication com- 
panies to set up radiophoto facilities in the courthouse, and had 
a darkroom, manned by a Signal Corps crew, on the same floor 
as the court, ready to turn out prints. This darkroom was of 
limited capacity and was intended only to produce prints for 
radiophotoing and to develop test negatives. Actually it turned 
out quite useful for the making of bread-and-butter prints to 
help get us other things we needed. I had obtained two rooms 
in the Palace of Justice for my office, and turned one of them 
into a darkroom. The other became the photographers’ hang- 
out. The darkroom was partitioned into a negative room with 
wooden sink and film tanks, and the print room with two 
Omega enlargers, wooden sink into which print trays fitted, 
electric print dryers, etc. The Signal Corps crew also made a 
film-drying cabinet out of an old wardrobe closet and in gen- 
eral were extremely clever at improvising equipment. 

Technically, the only problem faced by the photographers 
was that of exposure. Since the photographers were able to 
move around the complete perimeter of the courtroom by 
means of the eight photo booths, it was only a matter of hav- 
ing the proper lens to take any possible picture. The Russian 
movie men were best equipped in this respect. Their lenses 
included 200 mm f 2 objectives as well as 26-inch slower lenses. 
The 200 mm lens gave them closeups from practically any 
booth in the court. Our best movie lens was a 12-inch, f 4.5. 
Since the courtroom lighting called for an aperture of f 2.8 for 
24 frames a second, the camera had to be operated at a slower 
frame speed to compensate for the (Continued on page 166)

2, covering something that is not desir- 
able and which could not be eliminated 
otherwise. The examples also demonstrate 
the versatility of flashing. You can get 
any shade, density, and blending accord- 
ing to your needs. 

At this point you may ask, “Why flash; 
why not just burn in—give additional ex- 
posure time without removing the nega- 
tive?” The question is in order. Here is 
the answer: the big difference between 
flashing and burning-in is that in flash- 
ing the unwanted negative detail is cov- 
ered, while burning-in emphasizes those 
details. In Figure 2, for example, burn- 
ing-in just would not do the job. Here 
we desire to hide the stripes as much as 
possible. The only way to do it is to flash 
over it. In Figure 3 flashing fills the 
empty space on the print which the nega- 
tive did not cover, while in Number 4 
an unfortunate blemish is completely re 
moved by flashing. 

There may be instances where burning- 
in will give the same effect as flashing, 
but it may take a considerably long time 
to burn in sufficiently through dense 
parts of the negative. 

The uses for flashing mentioned above 
are only the “everyday” uses. You will 
find many situations not described here 
where flashing will save a negative. If 
you follow instructions and learn the 
principles of flashing, no job will be too 
difficult for you. 

How is flashing done? If we place a 
sheet of enlarging paper on the easel, 
turn on the light in the enlarger (with- 
out a negative), and develop the paper, 
the result will be a solid black “print.” 
Anyone can do that; and that is simply 
flashing-—using the raw light of the en- 
larger. Of course, when doing actual 
printing, we do not want to get a solid 
black “print” for our.end result. We have 
to learn how to control the raw light of 
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A

or the sharpness of flashing.

Let us take them one by one. The 
density of flashing depends upon the ex- 
posure; in other words, it depends upon 
how long the print is exposed to the raw 
light of the enlarger, and the exposure 
time will have to be decided by test 
strips. With some experience a rather 
close guess can be taken, but for begin- 
ners it is advisable to make a test on 
flashing just as is done for the negative. 
Flashing usually runs from 1 to 25 sec- 
onds, depending on the speed of the paper 
used, the f stop of the enlarger lens, the 
light source of the enlarger, the distance 
between lens and paper when flashing, 
and on the density desired. The flashing 
time has nothing to do with the exposure 
of the negative, as the negative is re- 
moved for flashing. After some expéri- 
ence, however, it will be rather easy to 
determine the proper flashing time. When 
the negative is removed before flashing, 
the empty negative carrier must be re- 


placed in the enlarger, otherwise a pos- 
sible light leak may fog the print. 

The second and third problems (the 
control of the area to be flashed and the 
sharpness of the flashing) are solved in 
one single operation, which is the secret 
of successful flashing. This operation has 
to be understood and practiced until you 
can do it without difficulty. 

Flashing is done with a square piece of 
opaque cardboard about 8x10 inches in 
size (6x8 for smaller prints). To learn 
flashing, set up your enlarger as you 
would to make a print but without a 
negative. Place a white paper on your 
easel so you can observe what you are 
doing. Now take the piece of cardboard 
in your hand and start to work. 

The way you hold the cardboard is 
very important, as proper holding will 
enable you to perform the right move- 
ment. Place the cardboard in front of 
you so that the long sides will point away 
from you and the short sides will be 
parallel with your chest. Now grab the 
right bottom corner with your right hand 
(left bottom if you are lefthanded) so 
that your thumb will rest on top of the 
cardboard, the index finger will hold the 
edge of the cardboard so that the last 
two joints lay on the long side of the 
cardboard while the third joint and your 
palm rest alongside the short edge of the 
cardboard. The other fingers are under 
the cardboard for support (Figure 5A). 
This particular way of holding the card- 
board is of the utmost importance as it 
facilitates proper movement. 

While holding the cardboard as de- 
scribed, you move your hand from the 
wrist back and forth without moving 
your arm. Only the hand moves; the 
arm does not (Figure 5B). Practice this 
movement for a little while until your 
hand gets used to it. 

The basic flashing is when you flash the 
print all around with well rounded cor- 
ners and blended edges. If you master 
this you will have little difficulty with 
any flashing job. The result of proper

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HOTOGRAPHY IS TAKING an important place in the 
Preuricuis of colleges and universities throughout the 

country. More and more schools of journalism and fine 
arts are adding darkrooms and courses of instruction in camera 
techniques. And some outstanding work can be found in the 
prints turned out by these student photographers. 

For proof of the fact, take a look at this selection of pictures 
from the University of Missouri’s first annual Collegiate Pho- 
tography Exhibition. Out of 185 prints submitted by students 
in 18 schools, 50 were ‘chosen for the final exhibition, now 
being shown at college camera clubs and groups throughout 
the United States. 

The exhibition was sponsored by Kappa Alpha Mu, the first 
collegiate honorary photography fraternity. KAM was 
founded at the University of Missouri in May, 1945, to further 
the standards of the photographic profession and to encourage 
hard work and high scholarship in this endeavor. The frater- 
nity was launched as a national organization this past May 
when six colleges and universities added chapters to the Mis- 
souri organization. 

At that time, an advisory board composed of nine honorary 
members was set up to make recommendations for new mem- 
bers and chapters. Other fraternity policies are formed by the 
Executive Council which is composed of representatives from 
each of the chapters. 

A list of the honorary members includes such outstanding 
photographic personalities as “Weegee,” Joe Rosenthal, Mr. 
and Mrs. Fred Quellmalz, Marie Hansen, Murray Becker, 
Sammy Schulman, Roy Stryker, and John R. Whiting, manag- 
ing editor of 47, The Magazine of the Year, who is chairman 
of the advisory board. 

Cooperating with KAM in its show, PopuLak PHOTOGRAPHY 
offered the first-place photographer a working week in Chicago 
as the magazine’s guest. Winner of the competition was 
27-year-old freshman veteran Floyd Bright, a student at the 
University of Oklahoma. His prize-winning print, “Treasure 
Room,” not only shows a scene from college life, but it is also 
a fine piece of photography in composition, lighting, and depth 
of field. 

After working for a week at Poputar PHOTOGRAPHY and 
visiting plants and photographers in Chicago, Floyd Bright has 
written the following account of his activities:

Wait for the peak action ... it’s 
the secret of wrestling pictures 


F YOUR ZEST for picture taking has changed to apa- 
thy. . . If you think every good picture subject has 
been photographed a thousand times and there aren't 

any more. . . If you think that nothing about photography 
will ever excite you again—then you're not only “teched” 
but you haven’t considered wrestling. 

Yes sir, that means the grunt-and-groaners. The boys 
who take it on the chin, nose, ears, and that part of their 
anatomies that sits down first. Not many people consider 
them as potential subjects, because they think they’re be- 
yond the range of their camera’s possibilities. But g 
wrestling pictures—action shots like those on these pages 
—are well within the range of the average photographer 
who owns a camera with a medium-speed lens, has a knot 
of persistence in his make-up, and who will apply a bit 
of photographic know-how. 

From the standpoint of equipment you need only three 
things to make wrestling pictures similar to these illus- 
trations: 

1. A camera with at least an f 4.5 lens. 

2. A supply of high-speed film. (Continued on page 120) 





A slightly blurred hand and foot helps 
to give more of a feeling of action and 
does not detract from overall sharpness. 


Lighting is taken care of by the arena 
lights. All you need is a camera with f 4.5 
lens, high-speed film, and a ringside seat.

July when my husband murmured 

these words in a disgruntled voice 
while drinking his orange juice: “More 
rain!” He had a right to be disgusted, 
because all summer our week-end luck 
on weather had been foul. More often 
than not, Saturday would bring rain and 
our two-day week-end would be spent 
in trying to keep warm and dry. So, on 
this wet morning in July the rain had 
us down. 

It wasn’t long, however, before our 
spirits bounced right back again. After 
a short walk about the cottage grounds, 
we noticed that the rain had stopped and 
a beautiful fog was rolling in, one which 
might produce some good negatives for 
us. It did. 

We didn’t have to wonder about the 
pictorial possibilities of fog. We knew 
what they were from experience. Fog 
frequently produces a three-dimensional 
effect which makes planes recede; and 
it can eliminate cluttering details which 
in bright sunlight will ruin the same 
scene. Furthermore, you'll encounter 
fog practically anywhere, at Various times 
of day during most seasons of the year. 
Naturally, you won’t find many harbor 
scenes if you live inland—but photo- 
graphically you can do a lot with fog and 
mist regardless of the type of scene. 
Trees and country lanes, for example, 
take on an aura of mystery when shroud- 
ed in fog. ° 

Before taking you with us on our “fog 
expedition,” a few words concerning 
equipment may be in order. The photog- 
rapher who attempts any great amount 
of fog pictorialism learns which cameras 
and films suit his purposes best. Our 
ideas on the subject have resulted from 
the experiences of trial and error, and 
we know accordingly that we’ll get the 
desired results in our own way. 

With reference to film, you should be 
governed by the sort of day it is. When 
the day is dark and the fog is rainy and 
without luminosity, a fast panchromatic 
emulsion does the job for us. But when 
the fog is “bright,” with the sun almost 
visible, we prefer orthochromatic film. 
The difference in blue-sensitivity seems 
to render this choice appropriate. 

We do not use a filter of any kind, but 
always employ a lens shade. There is a 
lot of stray light kicking around in a 
fog, and the lens shade is a highly es- 
sential accessory under such conditions. 
Exposure can be pretty accurately calcu- 
lated directly from a meter reading; a 
fog scene generally is so flatly-lighted 
that a meter reading is comparatively 
easy to take and interpret. When there 
are dark masses in the foreground, how- 
ever, some amount of care is necessary 
in taking a proper reading. 

Regarding cameras, the main thing is 
that the camera be portable and easy to 
operate rapidly. We use the Medalist a 
good deal for fog pictures. Changing 
atmospheric conditions make it impera- 
tive that the camera be ready to focus 
and use at a moment’s notice. We keep

President Truman, but the focal point 
has begun to move to the racing of horses 
and away from the racing of nations, 
which was for a very different kind of 
prize. 

In quality, the show varies as much as 
in subject matter. There are blurred, 
hazy, badly composed, technically poor 
shots which have worth (and in many 
cases good worth) only because of their 
subject matter. There are other pictures, 
particularly in the Pictorial class which 
would rank high in the best competition. 

For the most part the exhibition dem- 
onstrates again the tremendous handicaps 
under which news photographers work. 
Since speed and getting the picture, no 
matter what, are uppermost in his mind, 
he has not the time to turn out a perfec- 
tionist’s job. He should, as a matter of 
fact, be congratulated on the amount of 
good work he is able to do under the 
most difficult of circumstances. The view- 
er of the news picture can always say 
as we have done, “Oh, it’s blurred”—but 
the viewer does not know that the pho- 
tographer was unable to get closer to his 
subject, that he was forbidden to use 
flashbulbs, that there was no time to 
drag out a tripod.

In the Grand Prairie of Arkansas where he 
has a hunting lodge Queeny discovered, during the long hours spent in 
visiting his blinds, how many interests were latent in ducks. He stopped 
thinking of them as flying targets and began observing them as they 
live—their habits, their anatomy, and the use to which they put it when in 
flight or when landing on water. He noticed that they too, while perfect 
masters of the air, meet with mishaps, unexpected air pockets, changing 
winds. That they, too, have to make occasional crash landings when 
unforeseen air currents upset their courses at the last moment. He saw 
them do Immelman turns, roll over, peel off from a flight, whenever the 
need arose. He watched them use their feet as a landing gear, their tails 
as air brakes, their winglets as wing slots. Queeny spent five years in 
obtaining the 60,000 negatives from which 276 fine photographs that illus- 
trate the book were chosen. His prose, which clearly shows the author’s 
wide range of interests and reading, is that of a man who has come to 
silent understanding with nature.—Marjorie Arnette Braye.

methods of the picture magazine comes forth. Photography Is A Lan- 
guage* by John R. Whiting does not tell you how to be a Life editor 
or photographer. It covers the type of photography and picture story 
that has grown out of the Life-size trend in photo-journalism for the 
amateur as well as the professional. 

The subtitle of Photography Is A Language reads: “The photog- 
rapher’s and editor’s guide to creative camera work and the picture 
story.” It shows clearly the author’s approach to his subject. Since 
the picture story has become the most exacting form of photography 
to many workers, and since every photographer today must be an 
editor in selecting subject matter and in making his pictures into

Toys? Did you say toys? 

Look at it this way. Junior and his 
generation are the most important trust 
we have these days. Junior will be the 
fellow who will make the world safe for 
a lot of things for which a lot of men 
were killed. You can’t teach him eco- 
nomics yet. You cannot drum the eso- 
teric essence of political science into his 
big, round head. The most and best you 
can do for him today is to make a good, 
psychologically balanced, emotionally 
stable human being out of him. 

Most important, child psychologists tell 
us, in this process of emotional balance is 
the business of helping Junior in his mul- 
titude of adjustments to his surroundings. 

Photography can do a big job along 
these lines. A few good, decorative pic- 
tures of Junior’s favorite toys, blown up 
to eight-by-tens or eleven-by-fourteens, 
will be a swell photographic project for 
the family photographer, a source of de- 
light to visitors to the nursery, and, most 
important of all, a method of education 
and help to the Pet-and- Pride. 

Admittedly, psychologists are some- 
what divided on the value of photography 
in child education.

Fourth Annual Photo Exhibit in the Congressional room of the

can be as personal and intimate as any 
of the usual, obvious choices — baby, 
house, dog, yourself. It can be a still 
life, a landscape, or an abstraction. What- 
ever the subject, if it is really a good 
picture (maybe your best picture!), it 
will carry your message. Your friends 
will appreciate your generosity in shar- 
ing your emotional experience with them. 

A truly fine photograph can carry a 
true Christmas greeting without benefit 
of the stereotyped scene of quaint Swiss 
chalets half-buried in ten feet of genuine 
or salt-shaker snow. What about your 
travel prints? Any good vacation print 
of any spot you visited and enjoyed and 
wanted to share with your friends will 
convey holiday greetings. It will also say 
that, though you are a poor correspond- 
ent during the year, you do think of 
your friends. 

Scenic and travel pictures have not 
been featured very much by photogra- 
phers working out their own Christmas 
cards. In one group of 47 photographic 
cards received during the past few years 
by a friend of mine, I found only four 
of this type. The reason may have been 
wartime travel restrictions—but I doubt 
it. I feel that most photographers haven’t 
realized that as subject material this field 
has great potentialities, and that such a 
card would be truly beautiful, of last- 
ing interest and enjoyment to the re- 
cipient. 

You don’t have to take my word for 
this, though I still say that one good 
vacation or travel print says “Merry

You can get this quality 
in various ways—by an unusual approach 
to the subject, by expressing a particular 
spirit of the season, or, most simply and 
perhaps most difficult to achieve, by the 
use of a fine photograph. 

A fine photograph of what? Why, it 
can be of any subject under the sun. It 


HAVE BEEN designing Christmas 
I cards for more than a decade, and 

now, when the holiday season rolls 
around, it’s almost a reflex for me to 
wander up to my friends’ mantels and 
give their take the once-over. Like 
everybody else in this country, I have 
my share of photographer friends; they 
in turn have pals who can work a camera. 
So, I have been exposed to many photo- 
graphic Christmas cards. 

By and large, almost every photo- 
graphic Christmas card is a picture of the 
sender’s baby, his house, his dog, or 
himself, in just about that order. 

These cards are all extremely personal, 
almost all involving possessions dear to 
the sender, which is fine. But I feel 
that isn’t enough!

left side edge 4; the right side edge 5: 
the bottom left corner 6; the bottom edge 
7; and the bottom right corner 8. It js 
important that you get used to flashing 
in this order all the time, otherwise you 
might forget to flash a side or a corner 
and ruin your print. If you always flash 
in the above order, it will become a habit, 
and this makes it practically impossible 
to skip one or another part. 

To do the actual flashing, hold the card 
board in front of the lens of the enlarger 
as described above. Turn on the light of 
the enlarger. As the cardboard is he- 
tween the lens and the easel, the light 
will not reach the paper. Now start to 
move the cardboard as described above 
(from the wrist) so that with this move- 
ment you withdraw the cardboard from 
between the lens and paper, thus allow- 
ing the light to reach the paper and do 
the flashing. When you withdraw the 
cardboard to expose corner No. 1, do not 
hold it in that position but move it back 
at once so as to cut out the light entirely. 
Then withdraw again, cover again. The 
cardboard is on the move all the time 
while flashing by the moving of the wrist 
between the two extreme positions. This 
constant movement is extremely impor- 
tant as it is one of the deciding factors 
in getting proper blending. The other 
deciding factor is the height at which the 
cardboard is held.* Hold it about two to 
five inches below the lens to get the best 
results. / 

To get a result similar to that shown 
in Figure 5C, follow the diagram in Fig- 
ure 7, which shows how far to withdraw 
the cardboard for all the eight position 
You will note that it is necessary to wit! 
draw the cardboard further than 
actually want to flash your print. T! 
reason for this is that in holding t! 
board high the blending is so wide t 
it necessitates the flashing of an area 
wider than is actually wanted. Experi 
ence will teach you just how far to go to 
get the result desired. 

While moving the cardboard constantly 
in the manner described, keep track of 
the exposure time. The exposure time 
has to be decided by test. Ifa test shows 
the exposure time to be five seconds, 
flash the top left corner for this length of 
time. Change the position of the card- 
board and flash the top edge for five sec- 
onds, then the top right corner, and so 
on until all sides and all corners have 
been exposed for five seconds. When 
you flash positions 4 and 5 (the left and 
right sides), change your hold on the 
cardboard in order to perform the pro- 
per movement. Instead of holding it at 
the corner, hold it at the middle of the 
bottom edge with your thumb resting on 
top, the rest of the hand underneath 
(Figure 8). This will facilitate the flash- 
ing of the sides. Figure 9 shows the 
cardboard held under the lens ready for 
flashing. 

All this may sound a bit complicated, 
but actually it is a very simple opera 
tion which requires nothing more than a 
little practice. Once you can do the basic 
flashing well enough and produce a print 
nearly matching Figure 5C, you can £° 
ahead and flash some actual prints. Wh:

While basic flashing has an equal ex- 
posure time on all sides and corners, you 
can adjust the exposure time according 
to the results wanted. If in doubt, start 
with the basic flashing (flash all sides and 
corners for an equal time) and see the 
result. If it is not satisfactory, adjust 
the flashing accordingly. 

With some enlargers it may happen that 
when holding the cardboard near to the 
lens, there is not enough room for the 
free movement of the cardboard. 
part of the enlarger may be in the way 
and you cannot perform the proper move- 
ment without hitting that part with your 
cardboard. In a case like that, either use 
a smaller cardboard or tilt it away from 
horizontal to avoid the disturbing part. 
The tilted cardboard has to be moved just 
as it would be in its original position; 
hold it so that the edge you are using for 
flashing will be tilted toward the lens and 
the unused edge will point toward the 
paper. 

You will find many uses for flashing to 
improve or even save a print. Just 
not be afraid to try it. With flashing 
can darken the sky on shots where 
did not use a filter, cover unwanted parts 
which cannot be cropped, darken back- 
grounds which turned out to be too li

opening of an effort to balance the costs 
of all we have had to ship into our zone 
of occupation to keep its economic pulse 
fluttering. Twenty-two per cent means 
at present about two hundred Leicas a 
month. These will placed on the 
American market by a Government agen- 
cy whose chief function is to absorb the 
difference between the pegged ten-cent 
occupation Mark, for which the cameras 
are produced, and the roughly forty-cent 
pre-war Mark value at which the cameras 
will be sold. 

Now that Leicas are being shipped, it 
is reasonable to assume that Linhofs and 
Plaubel Makinas, also made in the Ameri- 
can zone, will be exported too. 

But camera production is low, and the 
bottleneck of Ruhr coal and steel produc- 
tion is felt in the camera and optics in- 
dustries, which have a low priority. In 
some cases, production in camera fac- 
tories has decreased in the past four or 
five months. And without production the 
industry cannot train new men to replace 
its scattered, former, skilled workers. 

One ray of light gleams. With the ex- 


be 





ception of various Zeiss plants, the camer, 
and optical factories are in reasonably 
good shape. 

The Leitz factory at Wetzlar (American 
zone) is producing 900 a month of the 
new Model IIIC Leica, a camera slightly 
longer in body, but otherwise the same, 
mostly with the Elmar 50 mm f 3.5 lens, 
A limited number of viewfinders, lenses, 
and other gadgets is being produced. The 
post exchanges have absorbed all until 
now. 

There is one exception to this; ten per 
cent of cameras made in the American 
zone has been traded with the French 
for a percentage of lenses coming from 
the Schneider works at Kreuznach. Thus 
there is a possibility of seeing a few 
lenses for view cameras at some time 
in the future. 

The Linhof Technika is now in limited 
production in Munich. It is being sold 
with a Steinheil 15 cm lens in Compur 
shutter. And in production by now is 
the new Linhof Model III, with all that 
the Technika had plus a swing front— 
according to a report I had from one 
of the men in charge of the optical in- 
dustry in the American zone. 

The Plaubel Makina is being made 
again at Frankfurt-am-Main. Compur 
shutters are again being produced at 
Munich. Here the trained labor, as in 
most of the plants, has been scattered 
by the war, and extensive training « 
help is going on. Production is sti!! low. 

Franke & Heidecke’s modern factory 
in Brunswick (British zone) was touched 
a bit by bombing, but they are making 
Rolleiflexes and Rolleicords at the rate 
of about sixty a day. Although until now 
they have had enough of the Zeiss Tessar 
lens that they have always used, 
are contemplating using instead a com- 
parable Schneider lens. Jena, where Zeiss 
lenses were made, lies in the Russian 
zone, and the zonal barrier makes trade 
in lenses impossible at present. Materials 
are difficult to get, and you'll see some 
of the Rolleis that are now coming off 
the line fitted with brass stop and speed 
wheels, but they are the same good 
camera. These have all been going to the 
British post exchanges for raffling to the 
occupying troops. 

The announced export of cameras beat 
considerably an estimate of six to twelve 
months wait for the agreements necessary 
under the four-power Allied Control Au- 
thority which was given me in Berlin this 
May by one of the chief officers in our 
Economic Division. It is apparent, how- 
ever, that these exports are not being 
made on a broad interzonal basis, and 
will not be until the undecided questi ns 
of Russian reparations and penetration 0! 
the present airtight economic barriers 5¢- 
tween the Russian and the western zones 
are settled in some way. The Rus an 
zone holds the Jena optical works, the 
Zeiss Contax assembly plent at Drescen, 
and the Voigtlander works, to mention 
the bigger factories. We probably wont 
see anything from these works for some 
time. 

The Zeiss Contax assembly plant at 
Dresden escaped the bombing, but two- 
thirds of it has been removed to Ru 31a 
as reparations.

Half the machines taken from 
there lie rusted beyond use in a meadoy 
in the Russian sector of Berlin, and re. 
ports from returning P.O.W.’s tell of sey- 
eral scores of boxes of machinery 
bled into a field off the right-of-way at 
a railway junction in central Poland, 
marked as coming from the same factory. 
These machines, too, are now junk. How- 
ever, by scraping up machines here and 
there, the factory is again in operation to 
a limited extent, producing hand cameras 
to sell our troops in the P.X.s. 

The Russians have not been alone in 
snarling up the German optical industry. 
When we evacuated the area in Thuringia 
and turned it over to the Russians as 
part of their zone of occupation, we took 
with us quite a number of the best Zeiss 
optical experts from Jena. Once out of 
the Russian zone and housed 


um- 


in the 
American zone, they have been given no 
work and, to date, little hope of 
Now the Russians are making attractive 
offers to them to return to the Russ 
zone and work for them, or to emigrate 
to Russia. Many will probably take these 
offers—while we evolve a policy. Ow 
trouble seems to be that the State De- 
partment wants a trade association of the 
American optical industries in this coun 
try to bring these men over here to bh 
employed by the manufacturers on loa! 
while the manufacturers want to emplo' 
them and hang on to them, forgetting 
anything about the possible benefits to 
the optical industry as a whole—which 
would come from pooling the unique 
knowledge of these experts. 

There are one or two new organizations 
with plans and experimental models of 
new cameras, which should be extremely 
interesting to profesionals. One I know 
of will be a new 35 mm camera wit! 
several good new principles; another wil 
come into the small film class and 1s 
being designed for color, complete 
a new lens series. However, it is uncertall 
how much encouragement will be given 
to new companies. There 
enough allocating materials to th 
established firms, and under the nev 
levels of industry set up for Germ 
may not be found advisable to ex} 
the optical industries beyond their pres- 
ent size. 
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Although there can be sudden chang 
for the better, with things in the mudale 
they now are in Germany, it still looks 
as though we'd better pray that America! 
manufacturers more seriously attemp! 
making cameras, lenses, and shutters 
a higher quality.

3. A seat in the press row at the 
edge of the ring. 

Assuming that you’ve got the camera 
and film, your first problem then will be 
to get the seat in the press row. And 
unless there’s a championship fight sched- 
uled at your arena, it’s not so difficult to 
get down there as you might expect. 

The technique to use is this: get down 
to the arena early; a couple of hours 
isn’t too far in advance. Hunt up the 
manager. Be the soul of courtesy. Ex- 
plain how interested you are in photog- 
raphy; how much getting these pictures 
will mean to you. And how you've got 
to have a seat at the ringside to get a 
negative from which the image will en- 
large well. But don’t make a pest of 
yourself, and don’t offer to send him 
prints unless you’re going to carry 
through. But somehow get down to that 
ringside! That is absolutely imperative. 
One or two shots from back in the hall 
will add variety to your collection, but 
more than that is a waste of film since 
the action is so far removed. To get 
punchy action pictures, you’ve got to be 
close—and that means you must be at the 
edge of the ring. 

When you get there, and when the 
lights eventually go on and the bouts be- 
gin, you’d better have your camera loaded 
with Eastman Super-XX, Ansco Super- 
pan Press, or, if possible, even a faster 
sheet film such as Eastman Tri-X Pan 
chromatic, Eastman Sports Type, or 
Ansco Triple-S Pan. Snapshot films 
which are slower than these don’t givé 
enough film speed for this job; and re- 
member, since you'll be shooting action 
under artificial light, you’ll need every 
iota of film speed you can get. 

As for that matter of exposures, here’s 
the dope: good wrestling pictures can be 
made on the high-speed roll films at ex- 
posures of 1/10th at f 4.5, 1/25th at f 3.5 
1/50th at f 2.8, and 1/100th at f 2. Wit! 
the new high-speed sheet films mentioned 
earlier, even shorter exposures can b¢ 
used if necessary. However, a good gen- 
eral rule to follow is: always be generou 
in exposure, and always use a shutte! 
speed of at least 1/50 second if you 
lens, film, and light will permit. 

For sharpness’s sake, no matter what 
shutter speed you’re using, hold you 
camera rock steady. Practice with an 
empty camera if you’re not certain 0! 
this, and when it comes to picture mak 
ing, brace yourself and your camera wher- 
ever possible. You'll find, for instance, 
that you can probably brace your elbow: 
on the press table along the ringside. 

If you haven’t a 1/10th shutter speed 
on your camera, incidentally—and you! 
lens isn’t fast enough to permit a faster 
exposure—here’s a trick you can utilize: 
Set your shutter for a bulb exposure, 
press the shutter release gently to open 
it, and then let it close at once. The re- 
sult, if you’ve done it smoothly and stead- 
ily, will be approximately a 1/10 second 
exposure.

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pictures, however, lies more in the man- 
ner in which they are taken than in the 
film, camera, or shutter speed used. The 
trick is to catch the action at its peak, 
or, to be more explicit, to snap your pic- 
ture when the action looks as if it’s ter- 
rific, but when actually the subjects are 
momentarily still. This technique, once 
mastered, will give you the principle of 
making all good sports pictures. 

In wrestling—as in all other sports— 
the peak of action always comes when 
one movement has been completed and 
before another has begun. For instance, 
a wrestler attempting to break a head- 
lock will swing his legs up into the air 
(meanwhile moving too fast for the cam- 
era to stop the action with a moderate 
shutter speed) until they get as high as 
they’re going to go. Then for just a sec- 
ond, the movement of the legs will stop. 
They'll be dead still, until, with terrific 
power, the man starts to kick down to 
tear himself away. On the up-kick or the 
down-kick you can’t photograph him, but 
at the moment he reaches the peak of his 
action, then you can get the picture at a 
fairly moderate shutter speed. And that 
picture, when printed, will look as if you 
must have used a shutter speed of at 
least 1/200 second to stop such high speed 
action. 

When a wrestler throws a blow at an- 
other the peak comes just when his arm 
is farthest extended. There’s a peak of 
action when one man raises another into 
the air for the deadly airplane-spin. 
There’s another peak to be found when 
a wrestler leaps into the air to fall with 
terrific force on his floored opponent. 
Look for those peaks . . . anticipate them 

. . or catch wrestlers when they’re mo- 
mentarily still . . . when they’re catching 
their breath . . . and you'll get fine dra- 
matic action at slow shutter speeds. And 
don’t worry if you sometimes fail to catch 
the action at its peak, or if you fail to 
stop all movement in the subject. Some 
of the best wrestling pictures are blurred 
slightly, because action was not com- 
pletely halted by the shutter. In fact, 
that slight blur often adds to the feeling 
of action, rather than detracting from it. 

Here are a couple of further bits of ad- 
vice. Pre-set the focus on your camera 
(if your camera isn’t the type with which 
you can follow the action and keep the 
figures in focus through the _ range- 
finder). A good pre-focus distance is ten 
to twelve feet. Then, after getting seated, 
figure out just where in the ring your 
range of focus will fall, and you'll be 
prepared to catch all action within that 
area. 

Furthermore, use a lens shade. If you 
don’t, reflections from the intense lights 
over the ring will be transmitted by your 
lens and will spoil the pictures. Lens 
little extra trouble, but 
they pay dividends. 

And take it easy at first. Wrestling’s 
an exciting sport—so exciting that you 
can go on shooting and shooting and take 
a lot of pictures that duplicate each 
other. Be choosy about your subject mat- 
ter. Try not to shoot the same type of 
hold or the same type of action too often, 
or your pictures will lack variety.

What's Wrong 
with this Pieture? 
(One in a Series) 


By CHARLES YERKOW | 











Photographic chemicals have caused 
many a headache for the beginner as well 
as for the advanced amateur, but cer- 
tainly seldom in the direction illustrated 


here. The powders are mixed and 
poured into dark bottles and placed on 
shelves; sometimes, however, when we 
are ready to use them, we discover an 
annoying mistake on our part. Can you 
tell what’s baffling the fellow in this 
picture? 
a * * 

When you mix your chemicals, do it in 
two simple steps: 

1—Mix one chemical at a time, and 
avoid mix-ups. 

2—As soon as you’ve mixed the solu- 
tion and poured it into the bottle for 
keeping, affix a suitable label and write 
on it what the bottle contains. 

It’s a simple and easy cure for the sort 
of thing that has happened to the fellow 
in the picture. Too many of us are in 4 
hurry at times and we skip the labelling 
part—we imagine we'll remember what's 
in what bottle but then find we're not 
sure whether we poured 72 into the short 
bottle or did we put it into the large 
bottle, which would leave either Microdo! 
or 777 in the other, unless it was put into 
the bottle with the cork stopper instead, 
and then what ever became of the DK-20. 
or didn’t you mix it? 

Don’t try to figure it out—us

Movies taken from a moving car or other 
vehicle will be much smoother if taken at 
24 frame speed, as the faster speed will 
offset the natural movement of the car. 













Movie Camera Speeds 


Photographs and text by GEORGE CARLSON 


Judicious use of slow motion and fast motion will add 
interesting variety and pace to your home movies 


HERE are many amateur movie 
makers possessing cameras having 
variable camera speeds and who 
seldom, if ever, use any but the regular 
or normal speed of 16 frames a second. 
Most amateurs’ movie making will and 
should be shot at this speed. However, 
a little thought and study of the other- 
than-normal speeds will enable the am- 
ateur to add many interesting effects to 
his home movie making. The multiple 
speeds provided on some cameras will 
vary, of course, with the particular make. 
Some may have 8, 16, 24, and 32 frames 
a second; some have 16, 24, 32, and 64; 
while others may have all speeds as well 
as single exposure provision. 

Pictures taken at the normal speed rate 
of 16 frames a second and projected at 
the same speed result in a normal action 
on the screen. If the filming was done at 


Shots that include persons can be made 
in low-light-level rooms at half-speed. 
But, since half-speed doubles apparent 
action speed, subjects must move slowly. 


Half slow motion (32 frames) is useful 
in telephoto work and in filming nature 
subjects such as birds. Be sure to adjust 
aperture for other-than-normal speeds. 





32 frames a second, for example, and pro- 
jected at the normal action speed of 16, 
the projected action would be slower by 
one half. This is because twice as much 
film was used in filming the same action 
as was used when filming at 16 frames. 
In both cases the film goes through the 
projector at the same speed of 16 frames, 
but the film shot at 32 frames in the 
camera, being twice as long, takes twice 
as long to project and consequently the 
effect is to slow up the action. Any other 
fast camera speeds give the same effect 
in their ratio to the normal projector 
speed of 16 frames a second—24 frames 
camera speed Bbeing one and one half 
times slower upon projection; 48 frames, 
two and one half times; and 64 frames, 
four times. 

This in turn holds true in reverse 
when filming is done at speeds under the 
normal 16, such as 8 frames or “half 
speed.” In this case, filming a certain 
activity at 8 frames a second, half the 
amount of film is used on the shot as 
would be at 16 frame filming with the 
length of action being the same. Both 
running through the projector at normal 
speed, the 8 frame shot would have the 
effect of speeding the action two times 
(Continued on page 152)

Longer projection time is another ad- 
vantage of half slow motion. For in- 
stance, a 5-second shot of a wary squir- 
rel will last 10 seconds on the screen. 
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Dancer Talley Beatty in "A Study in Choreography for Cam- 
era’ starts his dance close to the camera, and very quickly (see 
next picture) covers a great distance. This startling effect of 
time-space spanning was obtained by use of a wideangle lens. 


HE biggest kick we film makers get out of life is in 

showing an audience something new, in watching the 

reactions of our neighbors, friends, and strangers, to 
the end result of the hours of work which we have put into 
our films. Sometimes the audience is pleased, sometimes not. 
But whatever the emotion, as soon as the showing is over, 
there are questions. And the favorite question from my audi- 
ence is: “Where do you get the ideas for your pictures? How 
can I get originality like that into my films?” 

My answer is: Do not approach motion picture photography 
in the conventional manner. Do not look upon movies as a 
mere extension of the still photograph. And pay no atten- 
tion to those who tell you that the best approach to film- 
making is a sure grounding in photographic techniques through 
still photography. All this‘-may sound revolutionary, and I 
mean it to. For, apart from the problem of proper exposure 
and other basic technical routines (and these can be learned 
directly in connection with movies) the imaginative method of 
motion picture photography is very different from that of still 
photography. The superficial similarity of the fact that both 
techniques employ a lens and sensitive film usually serves to 
start the film-maker off on the wrong foot—full of habits of 
vision highly valuable to the still photograph, but actually 
harmful to the motion picture. Thus, I would say that the 
best study for the embryonic film maker is one of the time 
arts—i.e., the dance or music—since, after all, motion pictures 
are concerned with time and with movement. 

The basic difference between still and motion pictures can 
be simply explained. A still photograph is concerned with 
the isolation of a moment or a second of time. The wealth of 
detail which usually escapes our attention as each moment 
passes is here arrested for our leisurely scrutiny and examina- 
tion. The moment is stayed, is composed within a stable frame 
But in films the problem is directly opposite, for films are 
concerned with the way in which the moment passes and be- 
comes the next one. This metamorphosis cannot be composed 
within a frame, but only through frames, from one frame to 
the next. Such movement concerns itself not with details of 
space, but with details of movement in time. 

Such a consideration may seem abstract, academic, or eso- 
teric; yet it comes into play immediately in the selection of a 
lens for a specific shot. The sense of pace in a film is given 
by the time it takes for an object to travel from one side of 
the frame to another. Obviously if the area of the lens covers 
the length of two strides, the person will seem to be going 
faster than if it takes him many strides to go from edge to 
edge of the frame. 
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Maya Deren photographed Beatty in the Egyptian Hall of the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. To establish her idea that danc- 
ing is a different form of motion than walking, she showed him 
moving at a faster than normal speed—by her choice of lens. 
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Film editing, which can cause shots from totally different lo- 
cations to follow each other immediately, adds much to the 
imaginative qualities of a motion picture. In this series, 
Beatty has begun a dance movement in a birch tree forest. 


A movement which takes place at right angles to a long 
focal length lens (more than one inch) will seem to pass 
much more rapidly than if it takes place at right angles to 
a short focal length, wideangle lens. This is true either in the 
case of a person running across the field of vision of the camera 
frame or in the case of the camera’s making a panoramic move 
across a landscape. This is the kind of timing concept which 
has no function at all in still photography but is of primary 
importance in motion pictures. 

But, such specialized techniques should never be used as 
ends in themselves. Always, technique must be subordinate 
to idea. For example, my film, A Study In Choreography For 
Camera, is a demonstration of the idea that in dancing one 
achieves a more magic relationship to space than one does 
in the course of ordinary walking. After all, dancing is not 
only a way of moving one’s limbs—it also brings the dancer 
into a different relationship with his surroundings (both ob- 
jects and space as a whole). It is, in short, qualitatively 
different from normal, naturalistic movement. And I wanted 
to show this not in terms of theater space but, by using 
techniques peculiar to the motion picture camera, I wanted 
to put the entire world at the feet of the dancer. 

In one shot for this film, I used a certain lens because of its 
effect on a time-space relationship. (Turn to page 152)

as the best method through which a par- 
ticular emotion could be described. 

The moving frame of a motion picture 
camera also makes it possible to de- 
termine not only what the audience sees 
(which is the completed intention of a 
still photograph) but also when they see 
it. This function can be used to portray 
not only the emotion of surprise and dis- 
covery—as when a room is revealed bit 
by bit during a panoramic shot—but it 
can also be used to conceal a manipula- 
tion of the camera. In one sequence of 
my film At Land, I wished to establish 
the continuity of a girl walking down a 
road, and at the same time her relation- 
ship to a person walking with her, to her 
right, while the identity of that person 
remained fluid and uncertain. It is really 
a “change of identity” scene similar to the 
common dream in which one person’s 
identity changes to another’s before our 
eyes. 

The scene begins with a long-shot of 
a deserted country road. A girl walks 


| towards the camera, and when she has 


advanced into a closeup, the camera be- 
gins travelling with her, keeping her in 
a front view at a constant distance. When 
the camera shifts the view to the girl’s 
side, it reveals a boy walking with her, 
also in medium closeup (although when 


| we saw the girl at a distance, he was not 


there). He starts talking to her, and the 
camera shifts back to her as she answers 
him, and then back to him—except that 
now it is another boy. 
conversation, the camera pans to her as 
she answers, then back to the right, but 
it is now still another boy. This same 
thing happens a number of times. 

The effect was achieved very simply. 
The first boy fell in step with the girl 
while the camera held her in closeup. 
The other, alternating men, waited be- 
hind the camera, on the right side of the 
road. As the girl and first boy advanced 
towards them, the camera panned to the 
girl. Meanwhile, on the right side of the 
which was now out of frame, the 
first boy ducked behind the camera while 
the second took his place, so that 
when the camera returned to the right 
side of the road, it found another person 
there. Thus, the almost unreal effect, the 
almost dream-like quality, was easily 
achieved.

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tures. In the -dance film, A Study In 
Choreography For Camera, I took a shot 
of the dancer Talley Beatty as he began 
to lower his leg in a birch-tree forest. 
Then I took a shot, in closeup, of the leg 
being lowered into an apartment. When 
these two shots are cut together so as to 
keep the leg movement continuous, it 
seems as if he steps, without pause, from 
a forest exterior to an apartment in- 
terior, and conveys a sense of movement 
through space. In other words, I have 
used the integrity of a human movement 

its continuity of rhythm and pacing— 
to bind together locations which are

otherwise unrelated. This is obviously a 
use of the time potentialities of film, in 
that it rests upon the rhythm of move- 
ment and upon the fact that two separate 
locations can be cut together on the 
strength of that rhythm. 

The same technique was employed in 
Meshes Of The Afternoon, where the girl 
rises from a chair and begins a walking 
movement forward. This is followed im- 
mediately by a series of closeups of the 
feet as the first stride lands on sand, the 
second on grass, the third on pavement, 
and the fourth on a rug. In walking 
across the room, the girl has covered the 
immense distance from ocean, through all 
the other elements, to another chair. 

Still another manipulation of the time 
element in film—and its relationship to 
space—is made possible by the fact that 
the motion picture camera records as it 
runs, that the running can be interrupted 
at any moment, and resumed on the same 
frame. This is a camera function that can 
be used to express a quality best de- 
scribed as follows: All of us are given 
to day-dreaming as we walk down streets 
We 
may walk several blocks without noticing 
how much space we have covered, how 
many stores we have passed by, how 
buildings—which have not become 
a part of our conscious thought. That is 
the emotional reaction I wanted to repro- 
duce in a part of my film At Land. 

The sequence takes place on a series

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behind a dune much further along. At 
this point the camera motor is again 
started, but since it starts on the spatially 
identical frame as it stopped upon, there 
is nothing to indicate that the running 
was interrupted. As soon as it starts, it 
begins panning towards the right, as if 
it had followed her while she was hidden 
behind the dune. However, instead of 
seeing her emerge from that dune, it 
discovers her emerging from a dune much 
farther away. When it discovers her, 
the camera stops panning while she again 
climbs one dune and disappears behind 
another. Again the camera is stopped, 
again the girl walks ahead to a further 
dune. Then the camera starts again, pans, 
and discovers her—this time a mere 
speck, very far away. 

Since the spatial location is not inter- 
rupted but is kept in continuity—that is, 
since the starting frame of the second 
part is identical with the stopping frame 
of the first shot—the action seems con- 
tinuous. But it is not continuous in time, 
for it is actually interrupted to permit a 
certain activity —the long walking —to 
take place unregistered. And so the girl, 
who started out so near us, has, in a 
| magic way, become rapidly distant. The 
alienation is out of proportion to the 
actual movement, just as in the course 
of personal relationships there grows, be- 
tween two persons, a coolness which can- 
not be traced to any action on the part 
of either of them. 

By these few examples, taken from my 
work, I have attempted to explore 
new creative fields within the scope of the 
motion picture camera for the beginning 
film-maker. True, it is fun to picture the 
baby’s third birthday party exactly as it 
occurs; but it is stimulating and exciting 
to translate the magic of thoughts and 
dreams to film. My purpose is to call the 
attention of all potential film makers to 
those creative elements which are unique 
to the motion picture camera, so that 
their efforts may result in new discoveries 
and new forms, rather than in imitations 
of the forms created by other mediums. 

It is possible that may take 
exception to the basic premise of my 
work. They may feel that it is the func- 
tion of the photographer, or of any artist, 
to reproduce life as we see it. My opinion 
that there particular value in 
duplicating something which already ex- 
ists—except, of course, for purposes of 
historical record (as_ birth- 
parties or or of greater 
travelogues of countries 
which few people have had an opportu- 
nity to see at first hand). I am bored, 
frankly, and I believe most persons are, 
with repetitions and reiterations. And I 
am immensely grateful when someone 
out of his talent and effort, 
something which I never could have ex- 
perienced except through his creation of 
it.

Movie Camera 
Speeds

because the length of film is only half 
as long, takes half the time to project, 
but still contains the full action. 

The most important point to remember 
in using other-than-normal speed is th 
need for exposure compensation. Shutti 
speeds at the normal 16 frames may va: 
on different cameras. This is usual! 
stated in the camera instruction boo 
or the information may be had from the 
makers. The average is about 1/30 se 
ond. Faster camera speeds, of cours: 
mean that the shutter operates faster, 
that is, a frame of film stops in the fil 
aperture for a shorter time depending 
upon the speed used. Slower speeds such 
as 8 frames a second mean each fil 
frame stops in the aperture for twice 
long and gets twice as much exposure. 

The following table shows how shutter 
speeds compare with camera speeds wher 
the normal shutter speed of a particula 
camera is 1/30 second.

When single exposures are provide 
the exposure is usually about the same 
as for 8 frames or half speed. 

From this it can be seen that if lighting 
conditions call for f8 for a normal speed 
shot, in shooting the same scene at 3: 
frames, it would be necessary to increase 
exposure by two times. Opening the lens 
diaphram one stop to [5.6 would then give 
proper exposure. Filming the same scen¢ 
at 8 frames would call for half the ex 
posure so the lens would be closed to f11. 
If the slow motion speed of 64 frames 
a second were desired, the proper ex- 
posure would have to be four times that 
at 16 frames. Opening the lens two full 
stops to f4 would give it. 


The different uses for these extra 
camera speeds are many and _ varied 
Most amateurs are familiar with the 


comedy and gag shots taken at half speed. 
A busy «treet corner filmed at 8-frame 
speed will soon illustrate this. The main 
use for half speed will probably be 
found in increasing exposure under con- 
ditions where the speed of lens and film 
are not enough to give proper exposure 
under the prevailing light. As seen from 
the table, filming at 8 frames a second 
will double the exposure. Thus an f3.5 
lens used wide open at half speed wi 
have an f value of 2.5 for that particula 
scene. As half speed doubles the apparent 
speed of action, its use to increase ex 
posure will be more or less limited 
still scenes such as interiors, night scene 
and such scenes in which there is little 
or no movement. By cautioning subjects 
to move slowly, portrait shots and those 
of, say one or two people indcors ca! 
be filmed successfully at 8-frame spee 
where this extra exposure might b« 
needed.

crease depth of field in filming ultra 
closeups in cases where the double speed 
would not be disturbing in the final 
screened result. Exposure calling for f 4 
might not give enough depth and by us- 
ing half speed, a stop of 5.6 could be used 
with its consequent increased depth. 

Another use for half speed is to pep up 
any sluggish action. In depicting high 
winds or a storm in a movie, tree tops 
are made to bend and sway rapidly, 
clouds scud across the sky, papers fly 
through the air, and so on. 

When half speed is used, a tripod or 
other firm support is a necessity because, 
besides doubling subject speed, the effect 
of camera motion is increased, and hand- 
held shots are never satisfactory. It goes 
without saying that panning at half speed 
is also “out.” It must be kept in mind 
that if the same screening time at half 
speed is wanted as at normal speed, the 
time the camera is operated must be 
doubled. That is, a 10-second shot seen 
on the screen must be filmed ‘for 20 
seconds at half speed. 

The first speed above normal is usually 
24 frames a second and perhaps the most 
useful of the faster-than-normal camera 
speeds. Besides the advantage that its 
use requires but half a stop more ex- 
posure, filming at 24 speed will lessen 
the blurring of any action in subjects 
relatively near the camera such as in any 
sports events and parades when the ac- 
tion sometimes moves directly across in 
front of the camera. Children at play 
usually are pretty active and sometimes 
may run directly towards the camera as 
well as across the scene. Shots such a 
these are definitely much smoother in 
action and sharper when filmed at 24 
speed because each frame is getting 
faster exposure by one half. Instead of 
1/30 second, each frame is getting 1/45 
second and this speed is often just enough 
to “stop” the action and prevent blurring 
In the types of subjects mentioned it 
slows down the movement just enough 
to give more pleasing and smoother 
screen results without a too obvious ap- 
pearance of slow motion. 

Movies taken through the windshield of 
an automobile will be much smoother at 
24 frames than at normal speed, and this 
effect will help to offset the natural move- 
ment of the car. This goes for boats, 
trains, and other travel means as well 
This speed and the next higher speed of 
32 frames per second can be helpful in 
any type of shot where camera movement 
is unavoidable. This is especially so in 
hand-held telephoto shots in situations 
where a tripod or other.camera support 
is impracticable or not handy at the 
moment. 

This 32-frame speed might be called 
“half slow motion” in view of the fact 
that 64 frame speed, twice that of 32, can 
be considered slow motion as far as the 
average, amateur spring-driven camera 
is concerned. Requiring one full stop 
more exposure than normal, it will be 
found very useful in telephoto work and 
in filming nature subjects such as birds, 
small animals, insects, and also for flowers 
on windy days. The added advantage in 
this kind of filming, besides slowing down 
quick movements, is that a longer pro-

jection time is obtained in a shorter in- 
terval in case the subject decides to move 
out of range too soon. A five-second shot 
of a too wary subject will thus last 10 
seconds on the screen. This will hold 
true with almost any subjects, including 
people, where circumstances might pre- 
vent a “full” shot at normal speed. 
Other uses are in sport events, such 
as diving, skiing, etc. Movies of a skier 
taking off at the jump can be made 
doubly interesting by filming them at 32 
speed. If the light is good, 48 or 64 speed 
can be used for added slowing of fast 
action.. Waterfalls, geysers, and high 
waves sometimes can be made more in- 
teresting when filmed at 32 frames a sec-

ond. The slower motion given to this 
action seems to make it more impressive. 





Another use for 32-frame speed, 
though probably a rare one, might be on 
occasions when the amateur, having 
very fast film in the camera, may stil! 
desire to shoot a bright outdoor scent 
requiring a smaller stop than the lens 
diaphragm can give. Generally the use of 
a filter will compensate for the brig 
light, but if the filter is not needed 
not wanted, a 32-frame speed will cut 
down the exposure one stop and in many 
instances where subject movement is not 
too important, as in scenics, this will give 
the necessary decrease in exposure. Some- 
times a combination of a higher speed 
with a heavy filter will do the trick. 

As mentioned before, slow motion wit! 
the average amateur camera means a 
speed of 64 frames a second, reducing the 
speed of action to one fourth of norm: 
The 48-frame speed found on some cam- 
eras reduces action to one third. Prob- 
ably most amateurs will consider the 
uses of the two speeds about the same, 
mainly for study and analysis of rapid 
movement with sport films coming first 
to mind such as diving, pole vaulting, 
racing, and the like. Of course the tw 
speeds can he used on any type of shots 
desired, as Jong as the slow motion effect 
is wanted and lighting conditions allow 
their use, especially at 64 frames. As 64 
frames calls for a four-times exposur¢ 
increase (two stops) over normal, some- 
times a fast lens speed will be needed 
particularly with color films. In poor light 
the faster panchromatic films will gen- 
erally help to compensate for the extra 
exposure needed. The one remaining shut- 
ter speed adjustment not heretofore men- 
tioned is the single exposure provision

on some cameras. When this is used, 
one frame of film at a time is exposed— 
generally at a speed of that given at 8 
frames, or half speed. 

To many amateurs, single exposure 
movie filming suggests cartoon animation 
only, and consequently, if not gifted with 
| any special degree of drawing skill, they 
may ignore its other uses. Besides nov- 
elty shots of simple animation of toys 
|} and dolls, single exposure can be used 
|in trick work or perhaps in a reel of 

“magic.” By changing the position of the 
| object or objects in the scene slightly be- 
tween each single exposure, they will be 
made to move by themselves when the 
film is projected. Thus, for an example, 
a pair of shoes can be made to walk by 
themselves and jump into a shoe bag, or 
go under the bed! The same idea can be 
used in trick titling, making the letters 
appear one by one, or to disappear. 

Single frame exposure also can be used 
for filming night exteriors not containing

sunset, for instance, can be filmed in 
color, shooting one frame each second or 
two, to record beautiful color changes. 


important movement. At times it will 
prove useful to film interior scenes under 
the same conditions. Sunsets on color 
film taken at about one frame a second or 
every 2 seconds will record the colors as 
they change in the sky and the cloud 
movement as well. This will require 
firm camera support to prevent any cam- 
era movement or displacement from the 
original position. Interesting cloud 
studies can be made in the same way. 
| White clouds in a blue sky can be mace 
“i billow and tumble about, making 
unusual and out-of-the-ordinary movie 
| scenes. The cloud studies and sunsets 
can be combined with other “storm 
| depicting” scenes such as mentioned in 
| filming at half speed, to make a little 
story of a storm approaching, enduring, 
and then leaving with a sunset ending. 

This kind of filming may take a little 
patience and time because to expose, for 
example, one foot of 8 mm film with 
single exposure requires pressing the 
| shutter release 80 times as there are 80 
frames of film to one foot of 8 mm film. 
A foot of 16 mm, of course, would re- 
quire 40 exposures. For the novel effect 
it gives, it’s well worth it.

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Toning and Fixing 
Printing-Out Paper 


RINTING-OUT PAPER (known as 

P.O.P.), which goes back to the early 
days of photography, is still with us. Many 
people like it, and there are practical rea- 
sons for its use in proofing and in making 
prints by contact with flat, partially trans- 
lucent objects such as flower petals, 
leaves, butterfly or insect wings, and laces. 
Unlike modern developing-out papers, 
P.O.P. has this characteristic: the effect 
of light upon it is visible at once. No de- 
velopment of the image is necessary. 
(The making of pictures by this process 
is discussed on page 69 of this issue—Ed 

The advantage of P.O.P. lies in the fact 
that the progress of exposure can be 
watched as it proceeds. Its chief disadvan- 
tage is that, because of the extremely slow 
emulsion speed, it must be exposed to 
sunlight for rather long periods. After 
complete exposure, which is determined 
by inspection, the print is of purplish 
brown hue and must be fixed to protect 
it from further exposure to light. A solu- 
tion of plain hypo will fix the image, but 
fixing alone seldom is desirable because 
the print acquires an unpleasant yellow- 
brown tone. Usually it is desirable to tone 
and fix P.O.P. prints in solutions specially 
prepared for the purpose. 

When toning P.O.P. the final color of 
the print is determined largely by the de- 
gree of expgsure. As in printing for many 
toning processes, the image should appear 
considerably darker than is desirable in 
the finished print. About 25 per cent 
darker is right. The image will become 
much lighter in the toning process, and 
highlight areas which have been printed 
through to show slight color are likely to 
become chalk white when the process is 
complete. A little practice, however, will 
enable the worker to judge the exposure 
necessary for a desired effect. 

Practice differs as to choice of toning 
formulas. Workers who are not overly- 
critical about the quality or permanence 
of the prints, use the following combined 
toning and fixing bath: 


Water, at about 70°F. ...... 12 ounces 
Sodium thiosulfate (Hypo)..... 6 ounces 
Sodium chloride (common salt)....... 
TEE Os SO ee 20 grains 
Lead nitrate (or acetate)...... 20 grains 
5 eee 4 grains 
Water, to make .............. 20 ounces 
Toning requires about six minutes, after which 
prints should be thoroughly washed. When prints 
are first placed in the solution, they will be in- 


clined to curl until thoroughly soaked, but they 
should be kept as flat as possible in order that 
toning may be uniform, 

For better tone quality and permanence, 
the first step is to wash the exposed prints 
in five or six changes of water, or until 
the wash water is free from milkiness, to 
remove all the free silver. Here also, the 
tendency of the prints to curl asserts itself, 
particularly if placed in running water or 
if the tray is well filled with water. When 
this happens they will wash less effec- 
tively. By allowing less water in the tray, 
and keeping them straightened out as 
much as possible during the washing until 
well soaked, they will not only wash more 
evenly, but will eventually flatten out 
quite satisfactorily for toning.

Water, at about 70° F......... 20 ounces 
Add 2 ounces of (A) to 20 ounces of water at 
about 70° F., then stir the solution while adding 
2 ounces of (B). Toning in this bath will require 
about the same time as in the first. 

When toning is complete in either bath, 
wash the prints, preferably in running 
water for about twenty minutes, or in at 
least six changes of water. After wash- 
ing, fix the prints in a plain hypo solu- 
tion: 

Sodium thiosulfate (Hypo)...... 3 ounces 

Le ee) Te iy OE . .20 ounces 

Keep prints separated and agitated for about ten 
minutes. This solution should be discarded afte 
use. If the prints appear to need hardening, a 5° 
potassium alum solution may be used after removal 
from the hypo. 

A combination fixing and hardening 
bath, which is also recommended, may 
be prepared as follows, and used instead 
of the above: 


Water, at about 70° F. ........ 70 ounces 
Sodium thiosulfate (Hypo) ot tas 6 ounces 
Potassium alum .............. 2'/5 ounces

When dissolved, add a borax solution prepared by 
dissolving 330 grains borax in 10 oz. hot wat 
(Powdered borax is almost insoluble in cold wate 
Ten minutes in this bath is sufficient. 

Regardless of which toning or fixing 
procedure is used, final washing shou 
not be stinted. Not less than one h 
washing in running cold water, or 16 
changes of cold water with 5 minutes 
soaking in each change, should be consid- 
ered adequate.—Wallace E. Dobbs.

for the rich and well-dressed; and it is 
especially striking that he is at his best 
among the haut monde. It is then that 
Weegee becomes the social satirist. Many 
of his best pictures have come from his 
seasonal coverage of Metropolitan Opera 
House openings and the best chapter in 
his new book is from that source. Here 
Weegee is confronted by the unattainable. 
Society high life, as he calls it, represents 
the antithesis of Weegee’s own world, and 
whatever resentment or discomfort he 
may feel in its presence he sublimates in 
incisive, comic pictures. He is the prover- 
bial tramp among swells, and he revels 
in the role. His camera shows you how 
he feels in the presence of the upper 
crust and it goes straight to the comic 
point. 

For all his immodesty with respect to 
his role as photographer, Weegee is ut- 
terly lacking in pretentiousness. While 
the ambitious young man no higher in 
the economic scale than Weegee would 
feel himself a part of the opera audience, 
seeing nothing funny in the people he 
emulates, Weegee sees this as an alien 
world. And he brings to it something of 
the melancholy impishness that we have 
come to love in Charlie Chaplin’s im- 
mortal tramp. He plays boyish pranks 
and sees with such direct simplicity, un- 
hampered by emulative desire, that his 
camera unfailingly focuses upon the little 
incongruities, the ridiculous aspect that 
reveal the foppishness and pretentious- 
ness of over-dressed and _ ill-mannered 
modern Society. Instead of a slapstick, 
| moder uses infrared film to make these 
people look almost as untidy as the slum 
kids he loves. These pictures are social 
satire of a rare order, indeed, and show 
how marvelously well the camera func- 
tions in the hands of a sensitive human 
being. 

But, where Weegee shows the society 
set at its worst and most ludicrous, he 
makes no effort to reveal the people he 
loves at their best. He is just as forth- 
right, impudent, and intrusive with his 
flash blasts in the faces of the poor as of 
the rich and with, I believe, less success. 

There is in this book nothing of dis- 
aster, no anguish in the shadow of trag- 
edy because Weegee has disconnected his 
police short wave radio never to return, 
or so he says, to the bread-and-butter 
business of on-the-spot news coverage. 
He now goes where he pleases among 
the people with whose pleasures and re- 
laxations he is most concerned, and here, 
though we miss the drama of fires and 
gangland murders, Weegee moves, per- 
haps unwittingly, into a trenchant pho- 
tographic commentary on the underlying 
sadness of modern civilization. Nobody 
works in the new book save the musi- 
cians to whose music the people dance 
and go into trances, and the bartenders, 
whose ministrations contribute to the 
hilarity. Everybody is having fun in a 
frenzied, sprawling, drunken sort of way, 
as if driven strenuously, with consider- 
able actual sweat, to escape stalking tra- 
gedy and sorrow. Even some of the kids

“My subjects and I,” Weegee 
writes in his introduction, “were having 
a wonderful time.” His book is the re- 
sult. But beneath the comic surface it 
is a poignantly sad book. 

Weegee’s People, however, is not so 
successful a book from the standpoint of 
impact and entertainment as Naked City, 
which was distinguished by a _ vital 
variety ranging from comedy to tragedy. 
For that book he had an accumulation of 
years of material to draw from. Now, in 
an effort to fill a book of some 260 pic- 
tures, he has crowded together too many 
closeups of people too many of which, I 
am afraid, are rubber stamp Weegees. 
One tires after awhile of people on park 
benches, of negroes cavorting in Harlem,

But in spite of its shortcomings, the 
more conspicuous because of Naked 
City’s achievement and because of the 
high standard Weegee himself has set for 
us, Weegee’s People still has enough hu- 
man warmth and humor in it to make i 
one of the year’s best books of photo- 
graphs.

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tragic, the comic, or the sentimental mo- 
ment. That he should do so in a book 
exclusively devoted to people enjoying 
themselves, making love, and sleeping, 
was inevitable. 

It is, of course, of immense significance 
to amateur photographers that enviable 
fame came to Weegee in spite of the ob- 
vious fact that his technique is abomin- 
able. There is nothing more to be said 
about it other than the fact that he uses 
a 4x5 Speed Graphic, Eastman Super 
Panchro Press Type B film, one midget 
flash bulb clamped to the camera and 
shoots at 1/200 second with the lens 
stopped down to f 16. Thus once again 
we are reminded that it is the mind and 
imagination operating through the clear, 
seeing eye that are of the utmost impor- 
tance in photography. Such things as 
grain, blur, burned-out highlights, sha- 
dows without detail, do not invalidate the 
eloquence of a fine picture idea and are 
excusable when the pictures, as are so 
many of Weegee’s, were caught on the 
wing directly from life itself. 

For those who would go direct to peo- 
ple for their pictures, Weegee has sound 
advice: “Don’t act as if you were slum- 
ming,” he says. “I go as one of the peo- 
ple, get myself in the mood to enjoy 
myself with them. In this way they en- 
joy having me around and my picture- 
taking becomes part of the fun.” 

Weegee’s use of infrared film is usually 
forced upon him by necessity. In making 
his pictures of children at the movies, the 
management refused to allow flashbulbs, 
which would annoy the customers. So he 
used infrared midget flashbulbs with 
Eastman infrared film. When he was as- 
signed to cover the opera this year for 
Vogue, the magazine forgot the detail of 
giving him a ticket, so that when he got 
there he found his way barred. He had 
to crash the event, which he did simply 
by walking in with the Vanderbilt party. 
Once in, he kept himself obscure by us- 
ing infrared flash bulbs; thus incidentally 
making the ladies and gentlemen of the 
Diamond Horseshoe look somewhat dis- 
reputable. Such are Weegee’s resources 
that he always turns adversity to his ad- 
vantage. 

Weegee shoots infrared film at 1/100 
second with the lens stopped down to f 
8 and the camera always at approxi- 
mately 6 feet from the subject. He then 
develops the film in D-76, a soft-working 
developer, for 17 minutes, which reduces 
the extreme contrast inherent in the in- 
frared emulsion. He always carries some 
infrared film with him for emergencies. 
—Bruce Downes.

ARGENTINA IS FILM MARKET 


A possible market for good quality still 
photographic film is reported in Argen- 
tina. During the period 1944-45, scarcely 
any still picture photographic film, ex- 
cept X-ray film, was imported by Argen- 
tina from the United States. As a result, 
a small domestic industry was started 
which by 1945 was supplying about 10 
per cent of prewar consumption. Since 
the film does not meet United States 
standards as to quality, it is not expected 
to offer much competition to better grades 
of foreign film once sufficient quantities 
are available to meet the Argentine de- 
| mand.

mous child study expert told me, “Inter- 
est in the hobby of photography comes 
much later, and during early childhood, 
they like more graphic and colorful re- 
productions.” 

That idea on the part of some noted 
psychologists is the reason why most of 
the books for children are illustrated with 
colored lithographs, rather than photo- 
graphs. 

“A few books that have been published 
reproduciig photographs of everyday ob- 
jects hav~ been liked by adults, but chil- 
dren have been cold to them,” this same 
authority said. 

To me, that proves something. It proves

lected well. 
chologists are not photographers. 

What could be more colorful than a 
picture of a favorite panda having a tete 
a tete with a stuffed oilcloth cat, all done 
in a brilliant direct-toning red? 

If Junior had a picture of George 
Washington Crossing the Delaware or 
Abraham Lincoln Freeing the Slaves on 








his wall, the thing would be just a black | 


and white blob to him. It would be too 
much to expect the infant to associate 


that business on the wall with anything | 


in his own life. 


But that’s just where the experiments | 


with photography for young children 
have not gone far enough. What is 
needed is not “everyday objects.” What 
is needed is the unlimited fund of imag- 
ination which most photographic ama- 
teurs possess and which they have used 
from day to day to transform drab street 
scenes into pictures of enchanting light 
and shadow and stolid meadows into 
faerie leas. 

That same photographic imagination, 
aided by a couple of 200-watt bulbs and 
either a tincan concentrating reflector or 
a little hotspot spotlight can combine to 
make pictures of pandas and pigs, rattles 
and elephants which will draw the atten- 
tion of any child. 

When you set to work to make your 
nursery pictures, let your wildest yens 
for toning run riot. Use the blatant blues 
of iron or the reds of the copper and 
uranium solutions. Try the dyetints of 


| all the primary colors and their primary 





combinations. Use cotton swabs to apply 
photo-oils or water colors of green and 
red and blue in the same profusion you 
see these brilliant colors used in chil- 
dren’s toys. 

Purism goes out the window when you 
make your nursery pictures. If the tip 


| of the elephant’s nose will take a dab of 


red, why make it red. If the stuffed mon- 
key’s cheeks will stand a blob of blue, 
blue them. A bit of carnival coloring is 
always in place in Junior’s decorative 
scheme. 

If you really let yourself go and use the 
photographic medium to the limits which 
most amateurs know, no lithograph of 
things which Junior has never seen can 
complete in his interest with your pic-

One result will be an easy association 
between the solid and substantial things 
in Junior’s life—his toys—with the pic- 
tures on the wall. 

Remember the old bromide, “The child 
is father to the man.” That’s one point 
on which none of the psychologists are 
in disagreement. They all say that the 
things the adult will know and appreciate 
and understand are all founded in the 
life of the child. 

We all want an understanding and ap- 
preciation of basic beauty. We all want 
our children to grow up to be adults with 
such appreciation and understanding.

NEW AMERICAN MINIATURE 
IN PRODUCTION 


CAMERAWISE, sights on the near hori- | 


zon disclose a new 35mm camera of con- 
siderable interest to miniature camera 
enthusiasts. The specific news is that the 
Premier Instrument Corp., of 52 West 
Houston Street, New York City, has an- 
nounced its forthcoming Kardon camera, 
which undoubtedly will arouse consider- 
able discussion. 

Behind the news is a significant story 
that goes back to war days when, in 1944, 
E. Leitz and Company, original distribu- 
tors in this country of the German Leica, 
was awarded a prime contract to make 
Leica cameras for the U. S. Army Signal 
Corps. Leitz searched far and wide for

subcontractors to undertake the job with- 
out success. Manufacturers shied away. 
Reason? Specifications called for Ameri- 
can manufacture of one of Germany’s fin- 
est and most highly publicized cameras, 
and everyone said it couldn’t be done. 
Peter Kardon, adventurous president of 
the Premier Instrument Company, got 
wind of the situation and up went his 
dander. Who said the U.S.A. couldn’t 
make a Leica? Kardon accepted the chal- 


lenge with the assertion that not only | 


could he make a Leica as good as the Ger- 
man species, but he would make a better 
one. He took the contract and got to 
work. By war’s end he had completed the 
first camera. 

VJ Day terminated Premier’s sub-con- 
tract with Leitz, leaving the company 
with a big investment in dies and ma- 
chinery. Pete Kardon had accepted a 
challenge. He had made an American 
Leica, which he believed to be a better 
camera in many respects than the German 
original. Whether he has or not time and 
experience will tell. In all respects he 
had duplicated the Leica IIIA features 
and incorporated some changes, such as a 
heavier and stronger die-stamped duralu- 
minum body. As a result of American 
production methods the camera’s parts 
are made to tolerances sufficiently close 
to allow complete interchangeability for 
easy replacement. With the Eastman 
47mm, f 2 Ektar lens Kardon felt that he 
had a camera good enough to manufac- 
ture. He christened it the Kardon (E. 
Leitz owns the rights to the Leica name), 
and began to manufacture it. At this 
writing 2,000 cameras have come off the 
assembly line for sale through Army Ex- 
change Special Services. 

Meanwhile Premier has been making 
ehanges and improvements, and when the

Christmas” better than all the tabletop 
efforts that ever weighed down the post- 
man. 

Just get out your cards from last year 
and take a look at the specimens of 
tabletop photography. I think they’re 
awful. Sprigs of holly, candles, figurines, 
a poinsettia artfully drooping over a 
plaster angel, lighted from behind! It 
isn’t just amateurs who perpetrate this 
sort of stuff. Some of the professional 
photographers who submit prints for re- 
production as Christmas cards do it too. 
The results are often corny with no 
redeeming feature. 

The Christmas card business is not all 
corn. Where the difference lies is in taste, 
in freshness, in un-stickiness. The person 
receiving a card doesn’t get much cheer 
from an end-product so manufactured, 
labored and struggled over which has 
arrived at nothing. What he looks at is 
hackneyed and not very merry. 

There’s no reason why you can’t take 
a little statuette and make a good photo- 
graph of it. But people don’t. Of course 
if it isn’t a good little statuette to begin 
with, there’s no use wasting film. But 
suppose you have a good one. Why not, 
with lighting, with excellent photography, 
make something decent of it? 

To achieve a good photograph you 
don’t just take some one else’s product 
and make a recording. You, the photogra- 
pher, contribute some feeling of your 
own. The result is personal, yes, but 
because of the special quality you are 
giving it, not personal in the sense of 
possession. 

I saw a portfolio of prints once, all 


shots of one small statue—changing as- 


pects of the same object. The back- 
ground was like velvet, so black and so 
beautiful. I would be happy with one 
such print, for a Christmas card. That 
would be one card I'd keep. 

But to go back to the first favorite as 
subject matter: the baby. Probably the 
best photographs of children are made 
with great effort on the part of the cam- 
eraman. But in the best shots the child 
isn’t conscious of being set up, of posing. 

Take the best snapshot of the baby and 
use it for a Christmas card, or get a new 
best snapshot! The child doesn’t have to 
be togged up in snow clothes, making a 
snow man, sticking his head thru a holly 
wreath or peakinz up a chimney, or hang- 
ing up his sock. The child is honest, as 
honest as the mountain meadow, or the 
pine woods, or the surf you photographed 
during your vacation, and should be 
treated with the same respect. 

A good example of what I mean about 
Baby cards is one for which the photog- 
rapher and his wife didn’t labor their 
lives away on the job. They didn’t dress 
Mark up as a baby Santa Claus. They 
shot him in training pants and short- 
sleeved shirt, rear elevation, with the 
child trying to stand on his head, looking 
at them thru his legs. It’s silly and cute, 
using both the baby and the gag idea, 
and if you want to see what the baby 
really looks like you can turn the card 
upside down and discover that he’s cuter 
than most. The gag is natural to the 
baby. The parents had fun taking thi: 
picture. This kind of happy, easy card 
just makes you feel good, all year long. 

But, you say, the picture you want 
to send as a Christmas card is, your little 
girl playing the piano, with glowing 
candles lighting the page of music and 
her absorbed little face. First of all, be-

in this picture, take out the candles! 
Try to put over to another person the 
feeling you have about your little girl, 
without showing every object, every bit 
of symbolic claptrap. 

Sentiment is feeling. What you want 
is an emotional reaction. You can’t al- 
ways get this by being too literal, by 
showing the candles, for instance. An- 
alyze what you want to get into this 
picture. 

Oh, now you come clean and say 
“vou're so proud of your little girl, she’s 
so starchy sitting at the piano practicing.” 
It immediately comes to mind that maybe 
the back view of the starchy little girl, 
thin legs dangling from the piano bench, 
her whole body absorbed in the effort 
of practicing (instead of eyeing the cam- 
era over one shoulder) gets this feeling 
over better than the original idea of 
candlelight. And you know perfectly well 
you'd never let her practice with a lighted 
candle—much too dangerous, and bad on 
the eyes. Really, it would be a fake, and 
if it’s going to be a picture of the kid it 
should be genuine. 

See your child as he is, day by day, and 
get the best possible picture of him—as 
he is. Labor over the photography if need 
be to get that swell picture, but don’t 
labor over the child! 

Second choice: the house. Well, that’s 
something. First, most of us don’t live 
in the kind of house that’s a great treat 
to see architecturally; so unless it’s a new 
house, and none of your friends know 
about it, it’s no treat to see photograph- 
ically—it doesn’t even have news value. 

It’s just a house, not a mansion, carries 
no “name” architect—but it’s yours and 
you want to use it on a Christmas card. 
What special quality can you get here? 
You certainly don’t want to go out in 
front in the middle of the walk and shoot 
it, that’s the dumbest and most unin- 
teresting way to show any se. 

The picture of your house is supposed 
to convey an idea, or greeting, or message 
of cheer. Perhaps just the doorway would 
do, if it’s a swell doorway, maybe even 
with the traditional evergreen wreath— 
if it conveys welcome or an invitation to 
come inside. It has to be a darn good 
photograph first of all! 

I have seen many Christmas cards of 
this type, beautiful photographs, with 
good qualities and interesting values in 
the snow around the doorstep, but usu- 
ally I have felt that all the warmth in 
the the house. The 
house itself then becomes as inviting as 
a mausoleum. The picture says the op- 
posite of “Good welcome, friend.” 

Perhaps you can avoid this usual fault 
by taking the picture of the doorway at 
night, or dusk, when it’s pretty dark out- 
side, and you feel the light and life inside 
the house. If you can get over some idea 
of the house itself, and at the same time 
bring out and point up the warmth and 
light, happiness and gaiety within, you 
will have a good card built on a “house” 
theme.

sing out that the family living here is 
happy, cordial, and welcoming. The door 
is open, figuratively speaking—and maybe 
literally. 

Like professional designers, photogra- 
phers working out their own Christmas 
cards frequently build on a gag. The gag 
treatment is all right too, if it’s fresh, 
straightforward, and if you are sure 
people will understand it. They don’t 
have to like your gag (though it’s more 
fun if they do) but they do have to 
understand it. You label some cards as 
gags which you don’t understand. Often 
they’re not gags at all, but home ex- 
ercises in bad layout which amuse no- 
body. 

The sad truth is that most gags, even 
the most easily understandable ones, are 
terrible. And usually they are the ones 
where the photographer struggled and 
slaved to get a bright idea. They certainly 
look like it! 

One of the worst I’ve ever seen was 
a New Year’s card. A realistically photo- 
graphed head of the sender tops a real- 
istically photographed chubby body of a 
toddling baby clad in a diaper, with a 
greeting band across his chest. I suppose 
this was meant to be funny. It arrives 
at a result (this old head on the young 
chubby body) which is a monstrosity 
belonging in a bottle of alcohol to be 
locked in a closet where none but the 
strong of stomach could ever see it. It 
is offensive. The idea of a gag is to give 
a chuckle, at least, to the person who 
receives it. 

On the other hand is a gag card, full 
of corn but gay and straightforward, sent 
out by a couple who have been married, 
I'd say, several years. They are sitting 
in a “vintage” touring car, laughing their 
heads off at you. Back of the ancient car, 
a banner proclaims “Still Going Strong.” 
I don’t know these two peopie, but I 
know this much about them: if they 
worked and struggled to get a good gag 
you'd never guess it! They turned 
a very gay, spontaneous, photographic 
card built around a gag. 


idea, 
out 


A gag depends on an idea. One is 
enough, two is too many. On a Monday 
morning at the plant we may come up 
with a cartoon idea of an angel in a 
ludicrous situation, with a die-cut dress, 
and an embossed star in her hand. When 
the fog clears we say, “that’s three cards, 


not one”. Of course the plant works in 


a different medium, but the principle is 


the same. One gag is sufficient. 

Many a photographic card which 
started with a good idea and continued 
with good photography and good labora- 
tory processing, gets fouled up in the 
e! by the photographer’s notion that 
he is a letter man. He “hand letters” 
the message, then reproduces it photo- 
graphically. A good photographer is not 
necessarily a good letter man. Letter- 
ing is a trade in itself—one which takes 


years to learn. 

Of the four “scenic” cards I mentioned 
before, two are spoiled by wrong use of 
heavy and incongruous type, which de- 
tracts from the picture. The third card 
in this group really illustrates my point 
about type. This is a picture, probably 
of a mountain peak, some pine trees and

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too rough a stock for mounting, since the 
print will stick only to the bumps! 

If you want to go fancy, you can use 
red (naturally for Christmas) or green 
or blue paper for the mat. Or anything 
gay. But this purely technical pointer 
may help you decide on mats: if you 
mount your prints on a strong color, you 
must have a very strong picture. If a 
print containing lots of grey tones is 
mounted on red, for instance, you don’t 
see the print, you see red. A print with 
subtle values is best mounted on white 
or grey. You can use a greyed white 
mount tipped with silver, if you feel the 
need of a holiday touch. Or you can 
mount a subtle print on silver, if you 
can find it. 

Depending on what chemicals are avail- 
able, you can use a blue tone or sepia 
tone to enhance the special photographic 
qualities of your picture. You can do 
whatever you darn well please with your 
print, provided it’s a good print to begin 
with. But stick to things photographic. 
Photography is your medium. You start 
with a photographic concept and stay 
with it, straight through the final proc- 
essing. In other words, to put it coarse- 
ly, don’t hand tint your prints! 

There are people who are not photog- 
raphers, who make a profession of being 
“clever”—extremely clever—in designing 
Christmas cards. The Christmas card 
business is a huge specialized industry, 
and within it the efforts of designers are 
tried out, refined, and oiled so the ma- 
chinery doesn’t creak. So, in practice, 
almost every working day, I contradict 
the advice I give to photographers who 
want to concoct their own cards. I have 
to—except on those rare occasions when 
a “natural” turns up. All designers have 
to work and struggle, and the result has 
to be easy-looking, free, and spomtaneous. 

You are not in the Christmas card 
business, and the cards seem to be 
stacked against you, 
my scattered but well-meant comments. 
But, as a matter of fact, you do have a 
lot to offer. You can, if you will, give 
your friends what can’t be bought in the 
stores. You can give them yourself— 
best talent in your own field, your 
warm friendship, sharings of experiences 
or hopes of future good times together.

These are the things you cannot buy. But 
remember that you are working with a 
camera, that your approach and treat- 
ment, from start to finish, is a photo- 
graphic concept—a personal one, with a 
generous plus.

After 20 minutes 
in the hypo, the negatives were light yel- 
low in color but looked, like they might 
print. After drying them, I printed all 
seven—which appeared in the next day’s 
issue. The sample, herewith, is not per- 
fect, but all seven were reproduceable.

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shadows and wanted to see them. Finally 
Haug, the diplomat, pleased everyone by 
shooting it both ways. 

After the color shot was made, I was 
admiring a collection of pinup pictures. 
“Some guys have all the luck—getting to 
shoot pretty models like that on the 
beach,” I grinned. Before I could say 
“Presto, chango, POPULAR PHOTOGRAPHY,” 
there was my dream: A bathing suit from 
which nothing was missing, a beach, and 
no time limit. Utopia! 

That dream week in Chicago made me 
realize more than ever how important it 
is for any photographer to try his pic- 
tures in competition. I began in pho- 
tography by developing my stuff in a 
bathtub, using an enlarger made of two 
wooden boxes and a postcard size camera 
held on by rubber bands—just as almost 
everyone else does. The time finally came 
when my work was passable, then people 
began to say my prints were as good as 
those in the magazines. 

But I never had the initiative to sub- 
mit them in competition until Truman 
Pouncey, journalism photography profes- 
sor at the University of Oklahoma, en- 
couraged me to do so for this contest. 

It is only right to wait until your work 
is good; no one should bother editors by 
sending in sloppy, stained prints. But 
it is not good to wait too long. You can 
tell when your work is up to standard by 
comparing it with what is published.

the shutter set for 1/100 second, as a 
ule, and we shoot anything we think 
night have any merit whatsoever. 

So much for our equipment and our 
method of using it. Now let’s go before 
he fog lifts! 

Being handy to Gloucester, we decided 
o try our luck at the harbor there; and 
1aving chosen our location, we knew that 
we had to get there quickly. This was 
ecause fog is tricky—it lifts when you 


east expect it to or want it to. Also, 
t tends to be “spotty,’—dense in one 
sector and thin no more than a few 


1undred yards away. 

Upon arriving at East Gloucester, we 
found to our great pleasure that the 
fog was heavy there. So we settled our- 
selves and our gear in a rowboat and 
started out. There are several advantages 
in using a rowboat for waterfront pic- 
tures. First of all, it moves leisurely, 
siving you plenty of time to look around 
and select your subjects and angles. 
Secondly, the low camera angle afforded 
by a seat in a rowboat helps to dramatize 
the grace and beauty of sailboats and 
fishing vessels.

they have done it in as many ways as 
there are different types of people. What, 
then, is it that distinguishes these photo- 
graphs from those of the average photog- 
rapher? 

You have the feeling, as you read the 
book, that Wright Morris looked at each 
house until he knew it and its occupants 
thoroughly, that he stood .. . leaning on 
the gate, dreaming and feeling till he 
saw the people who lived in the house. 
Finally, when it seemed he knew them 
well enough to hear them speak—and 
only then—he took the photograph of 
their home. This insight, this perception, 
this “seeing” (as Edward Weston would 
term it) is the quality which makes each 
photograph the story of a home—not just 
the picture of a house. And this is the 
quality that marks off the good photo- 
graph from the mediocre—the exact un- 
derstanding on the part of the photog- 
rapher of what is to be said before the 
camera takes down the message. As 
Morris himself has said, “The 
facts, the human facts, must be felt before 


they can be recorded. The responsibility 


of the photographer is to know when he 
is face to face with a fact—to heighten its 
reality.” 

The photographs in The Inhabitants are 
simple and beautiful, clean, sharply de- 
fined. They are descendants of the Wes- 
ton-Strand school. Taken over a ten year 
period, with a variety of equipment, their 
worth demonstrates their creator’s belief 
that it is the photographer, not the gad- 
get, that takes the picture. For the past 
five years Wright Morris has used a Gra- 
phic View camera with a Protar lens, a 
Wratten K2 filter, small aperture, and 
Panatomic film. He is against mention- 
ing these facts since, “The treatment of 
paraphernalia as a thing in itself has en- 
couraged and supported an organic dis- 
order within the body of photography it- 
self. Photography needs photographers— 
not men who are intoxicated with expen- 
sive apparatus.” 

The book itself—and the combination 
of text and photographs—can be under- 
stood only in terms of the theme of the 
book which is stated in an introductory 
passage taken from Thoreau: 

“What of architectural beauty I now 
see, I know has gradually grown from 
within outward, out of the necessities and 
the indweller, who is the 
out of some unconscious 
truthfulness, and nobleness, without ever 
a thought for the appearance; and what- 
ever additional beauty of this kind is 
destined to be produced will be preceded 
by a like unconscious beauty of life... 
it is the life of the inhabitants whose 
shells they re

And, 
so it is that the empty buildings are preg- 
nant with people. The theme of the book 
is America, and what Wright Morris 
thinks the people and the dwellings, the 
inhabitants, add up to. 

To tell his story the author (who has 
two published novels to his credit) has 
created a new literary form. Whether or 
not it is valid is for time to judge. There 
are those who believe that the blending 
of two art forms cannot produce anything 
but bastard offspring. Yet it seems that 
Wright Morris has here attempted and 
almost arrived at a form for which others, 
both photographers and writers, have 
long groped. 

It is said that a picture is worth a thou- 
sand words; but in many cases a thou- 
sand pictures without any words are 
valueless ... for example, try reading 
an issue of Life or Look by just examin- 
ing the pictures, by having someone 
cover the text material first. Wright Mor- 
ris has taken the fundamental idea of 
combining pictures and words and has 
produced something different from a sim- 
ple combination of the two. He is not 
here to document America and its peo- 
ple in old-hat fashion. He has developed 
a new medium through which he ex- 
presses the sensitive yet earthly love he 
feels for the bit of mankind bounded by 
the Atlantic and Pacific, Canada and 
Mexico. He attempts to make words and 
photographs coalesce so that either with- 
out the other is incomplete . . . is some- 
thing less from what each is in combina- 
tion with the other. To repeat—The In- 
habitants is more than a sum of text and 
pictures. Properly it belongs in no ex- 
isting literary classification. But we can 
at least give descriptive phrases that may 
help to categorize it: 

The Inhabitants is America ... but a 
particular America which springs from 
the traditions of people moving west- 
ward, and of people moving city-ward. 
It is a book so much in the tradition of 
the best Midwestern concept of America 
that probably no one except a native Mid- 
westerner such as Wright Morris (he was 
born in Nebraska) could do it. It is the 
America which believes that the greatest 
good is the small town, and the smaller 
the town, the greater the good. 

The Inhabitants is a rhythm...a 
rhythm of speech which Wright Morris 
has caught . . . arhythm of stories which 
he reports . . . as infinitely varied as the 
people from whom they are born. 

All this is what Morris has attempted 
to do, and he has succeeded to a degree 
However, the proper fulfillment of the 
definition of this new form demands that 
picture and text be so inextricably inter 
woven that one is incomplete without t 
other. Yet in several places pict 
could be interchanged without harmin: 
the book to the reader’s eye. 

When Morris writes of the people h« 
knows, he is completely at home—anc 
the ease and naturalness with which hi 
speaks show it. However, at times h 
strains to capture things which he has not 
known, which he has not experienced-

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and he is as yet unable to merge his iden- 
tity with that of the boy reared in the city 
slums, with a gangster’s background. He 
is unable, too, to do as well with the 
minority groups—with the Negro, the 
Mexican farm laborer—as he does with 
his Midwesterners, with his generation- 
ful Americans. And the last note—and 
this is perhaps the most disappointing bit 
in the book—the last prose passage is not 
one of greatness and power, but of chau- 
vinism. 

It is difficult to predict the future of 
this book or its form—and it is unfor- 
tunate that the author has allowed occa- 
sional obscurantism of writing and pho- 
tographs to obtrude on an otherwise ex- 
cellent and imaginatively conceived book. 
It is regretable, too, that the connection 
between text and picture is not always 
as close as it might be. These small fail- 
ures keep the book from being the per- 
fect thing it might otherwise have been. 

But a pioneer The Inhabitants is . 
and as such, is exciting, beautiful, and 
worthy of notice by all interested in pho- 
tography.—Jacquelyn Judge. 








THE DECEMBER COVER 


PHOTOGRAPHY 





"The Ceramic Rose” is the title of the 
December cover shot by Edwin Bower 
Hesser and his wife, Eve. This particular 
shot is the work of Mrs. Hesser as to sub- 
ject, compostion, and pose, while Hesser 
made the exposure for his wife. The pic- 
ture was taken at the Hesser's summer 
studio on Mount Chatsworth overlooking 
San Fernando Valley in California. 

Using a 4x5 Auto Graflex with a 30 cm 
f 6.3 Zeiss Tessar lens and Eastman Koda- 
chrome, Type B, film, Hesser made the 
exposure of 1/25 second at f II with syn- 
chronized flash. To compensate for the 
color temperature of the white flashbulbs, 
light straw-yellow gelatins were used 
over the bulbs and fiber-glass diffusers 
were used over the reflectors. 

The model is Miss Eloise Salem, a high 
school senior planning a  dramatics 
career. Miss Salem's only serious hobby 
is photographic study. 

This picture is almost a sequel to the 
December cover of last year, which was a 
Hesser-Hesser shot of another high school 
model, Miss Marie Denham. A young 
English photographer saw that cover and 
wrote a letter to Mrs. Hesser expressing 
his admiration for the picture. In re- 
sponse, the Hessers sent him a ‘'discard 
shot'' of the Kodachrome. The Ceramic 
Rose, which Miss Salem wears around 
her neck, was the Englishman's thank-you 
present to Mrs. Hesser.

HOCKING A SHIRT FOR A CAMERA 





All through the war, photography flour- 
ished at USO clubs despite a/shortage of 
films, flashbulbs, and developer. Since 
the ending of hostilities the hobby has 
blossomed like the proverbial green bay 
tree, and virtually every USO still in 
existence has a darkroom ofsits own. But 
Boston has one of the most unique 
camera services of all. 

For the USO Bay State Buddies’ Club 
in Boston has on hand 100 cameras of all 
shapes and sizes donated by individuals 
in the community who wanted to make 
a personal contribution to the men. The 
cameras all bear the names of the donors 
and are checked out on a deposit system 
whereby the service men leave something 
of value when they take the cameras on 
a two or three day leave. 

The usual cash amount left on deposit 
is $5 but often they prefer to leave as 
much as $20, saying “it will be safer with 
you and we will be less apt to spend it.” 

While there is no record that GI’s ever 
actually hock their shirts, they do leave 
their coats on deposit and also watches, 
rings, identification cards, train tickets, 
liberty passes, bonds, driver’s licenses! 

RUSSIA TO SPUR MOVIE OUTPUT 
The motion picture industry in the 
U.S.S.R. expects to be producing from 80 
to 100 full-length features a year by the 
end of the current Five Year Plan, ac- 
cording to the Soviet press. Its prewar 
annual output was from 40 to 45 films. By 
1950, the total number of places where 
there is equipment for showing motion 
pictures will probably reach 46,700. A 
large number of motion picture theaters 
are scheduled to be built in workers’ set- 
tlements as well as in the bigger indus- 
trial centers. Rural districts will have an 
additional 20,000 theaters.
